1. Short title and commencement ,— (I) These rules may be called the Export of 
Pig Iron (Inspection) Rules, 1907. 

(2) They shall come into force on 31st March, 1907, 

2. Definition *—In these rules Pig Iron shall mean the following items of pig 
Iron as described in the Indian Standards mentioned against each, namely—

3. Procedure of Inspection and Certification. —The provision of the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Act. 1952 (36 of 1952), the Indian 
Standards Institution (Certification Marks) Rules. 1955, and the Indian Standards 
Institution (Certification Marks) Regulations, 1955 and the procedure laid down 
by the Indian Standard^ Institution in this behalf shall, so far as may be, apply 
to the inspection of pig iron and certification thereof, prior to export.
